Prohibition Commissioner .Tolrn F. 
Kramer recommended that all liquor 
now In the government warehouses be 
concentrated in tiirco or four ware- 



houses In Kentucky, where heavy 
guards can be placed and Illegal with- 
drawals bo prevented. lie said that 
29.000.000 gallons have been with- 
drawn since January 14, 1920. leavhiL' 
40,000.000 gallons in storage. 

Uepresentatlvc Fordaej- said that 
It might he turned loose bv the gov- 
ernment, sold to the buyers, and the 
topers coidd have .^e grand Jag and 
thereby end the trouble and expense 
for the governmcTit. 

"Don't you think the cheapest way 
out of this problem for the taxpay- 
ers." asked Chalrinnn Fordney, "would 
he for the government to open the 
warehouses, let this whisky he sold, 
nnd let (he topers have one gnind 
drunk nnd get rid of It nil?" 

"Yes, that has already been sug- 
gested to the bureau," replied Jlr. Kra- 
ni«fr. Considerable pressure lins been 
liiougbt to bear in favor of the pro- 
posal. but we iraven't been able to 
see our wny clear to do It." 

ncpresentatlve Tilson, Republican 
of Connecticut, expressed opposition to 
extraordinary elTorts to enforce the 
Volstead net in communities In which 
It was apparent, the people were on.

WHAT l3 Uncle Sam going to do 
about keeping up with the air 
process'on? Your guess Is as good as 
anybody's guess, these days. 

One 8tor>' Is that the War depart- 
ment Is prciinrlng to call for bids for 
800 new airplanes on designs worked 
out by the army aviation section, 
which Include nil latest improvements 
demonstrated to be valuable by re- 
cent tests. Approximately $0,000,000, 
It fs estimated, will be spent on the 
planes. 

The total appropriation for the air 
Rcrrvico— exclusive of pay nnd mainte- 
nance of men, which la carried In oth- 
er sections of the army bill— was ?8,'l,- 
000,000, of which it was provided that 
not less than ?n.2no.O0O .should be spent 
for experlmenlnl nnd research work 
nnd not less than .$0,000,000 for new 
machines nnd equipment. 

The nlr service Inst year nsked for 
.^80,000,000 and will ask this session of 
congress -for $00,000,000. Senator on 
(ho military affairs committee and 
members of the house military com- 
mittee said that nothing like this much 
money could bo allowed In view of 
the pressing need for cutting govern- 
mcntnl expenses.- 

Avintlon activities in the navy nre 
•enttercd through half a dozen bu- 




rcmis nnd efforts are being made to 
obtain legislation establishing a hu- 
reau of naval aeronautics, headed by 
n rear ndndrnl. According to Navy 
department gossip, Capt. William A. 
MofTett. formerly In command of the 
Oroat Lakes Naval Training station 
anil more recently comnumder of the 
battleship Tennessee, is elated for the 
place. 

In the meantime experts declare 
that the nation Is Ingging farther and 
farther .behind I'3uropean countries 
The United Stales Is so III equipped 
as to be virtually defenseless and In 
conunerelal navigation It has scarce- 
ly hegun to slart. 

The army air force Is inadequate 
and most of the plants nre either ob- 
polote or obsolescent. The nnvy nlr 
force Is prlmKivij compared with that 
of the Urltlsh aad French navies.

Uiere Is no view from 
Qucensboro bridge— only a fantasy 
constructed from the dreams of boys 
seeking adventure, schoolgirls dream- 
ing dreams, and Idlers tilled with 
vague poesies. 



SEEK FOR 'BURIED TREASURE 

Canadians Believe They, Have a De- 
vice That Will Unfailingly Dla- 
close Concealed Hoards, 

rinnlug their fnlUt on the powers 
of a newly-Invented device for the 
detection of gold deposits, Andrew 
CuUlns, a well-known prospector of 
Ilaileybury, Canada, and Hcv. Father 
Therlault of the same town plan a 
trip to the South Paclflc iBlonds to 
search for burled treasure, according 
to a Joint statement they made recent- 
ly In Ottawa. It was said that the 
trip was being financed by a New York 
capitalist, whose name was not dis- 
closed, and the fortune seekers were 
to confer with him before setting off 
on the long hunt. 

A test of tbe machine was said to 
have been made recently in Toronto 
ity Iddlng gold coins In a house, and 
Ihe device indicated the presence of 
the money. 

According to the report of friends 
of Mr. Culllns. the Invention, If It 
proves successful, will Ite of niore 
value In a search such as Is planned 
than In Indicating gold locations in 
the mining districts, because In searcb-r 
Ing for gold-bearing veins it will not 
determine the quantities or depth at 
wiilch the metal would be found, and 
therefore tlic operators woidd not 
know whether It woald bo In sufllclcat 
quantities to Justify development. 

Tids Is given as tbe reason of "the 
Inventor In searching for bidden treas- 
ure from foundered ships or hurled by 
pirates In tlie South Sea Islands.

Furthermore, the skip- 
pers of the sardine l)oats used -l.Ofk) 
Yves Deluge poison tubes against tbe 
belugas. 



The London Daily Mall has been 
Avriting to local authorities tiirough- 
out England and Wales for particulars 
of war memorials to he erected in 
their districts. Ifl general, stone 
crosses with the names of the dead 
win stand in every vlllnge. while 
large towns may found hospitals or 
lay out parks. Particulars of :i20 
places where moiuorlals are to be 
erected have been received. 

Of these, 72 have not yet decided 
what form the memorlal'ls to take. 

To tids total must bo added the 
amount to be spent in towns that luive 
not yet decided on tlie form of mein- 
orlah and tlie cost of the slirlnes and 
monuments which have been erected 
In almost every church aad chapel 
throughout the land. It Is a fair es- 
timate that at least ?ir.,000.000 Is be- 
ing spent on war memorials In Kng- 
land and Wales alor?. 

$5,000,000 tc Hospitals. 
Willi memories of the suffering 
caused by the war, It la not unnatund 
tliat many towns Imve chosen the 
building of new hospitals or the ex- 
tension, of existing ones as the best of 
memorials. In the list collected 47 
towns and villages out of lir>4 are de- 
voting more than S4,OO0.OtX) to liosplt- 
alB. They range from great new bos- 
pltalR In Blackburn and Islington to 
small cottage hospitals In little mar- 
ket towns— the public spirit and gen- 
erosity of tbe latter being, on the 
whole, more remarkable than In great 
cities. 

There are numerous parks and pub- 
lic hails, and several Instances in 
whicli funds have been created for the 
relief of depeadents of tlio.'^ft who were 
crippled or killed. Clubs for ex-serv- 
ice men are In some cases being built 
as memorials, and In others cottage 
homes and almshouses for wiidov.'s 
and children of the dead. 

Reproductions of the Cenotaph 
erected In Whitehall abound, and an- 
other popular form of memorial Is 
the Stone of Renienibi*anee, similar to 
thai eroded at the entrance lo Brit- 
ish war cemeteries In France. For 
tlie rest there are hundred?' of crosses 
of all kinds, winged figur.'s of Victory, 
obelisks aad other stone columns. 

Islington. Blackburn nnd Woolwich 
each propose lo spend $MKi.000 on new 
hospitals, nnd the last named borough 
already has collected more than $350,- 
000 of the required amount. 

Beauty Spots Acquired. 
Opporl unity lias been taken in many 
cases of acquiring famous beauty 
spots as public parks. Coventry has 
been specially fortunate In tills re- 
spect. Bidefnrd has jacqulred Xihud- 
leigli fort and grounds; Clltheroe lias 
purchased (Clltheroe Castle, and Lord 
CowdrUy has presented to Colchester 
tlie fainouH local castle as a memorial, 
with .SrHMKK) for Inipnivlng the ap- 
pnincbes and maintaining tbe fabric. 
Carlisle, as a memorial for all tbe 
men of Cumberland aad Weslmorland 
who fell in the war, has acquired a 
magiillleeat park of ninety acres, and 
Is building a large new bridge as a 
belter approach to It. 

One of the most original and most 
beautiful memorials will be at Lelces- 
ler. where ^100.000 is being siient In 
laying out avenues of lime trees In the 
plan of a cathedral church, cimslstlag 
of nave, aisles and transepts, with an 
apse' at the east end. At the west, 
looking east, will be tlie cenotaph, and 
at tiie crossing, in a circle of stone 
walling, on which will be Inscribed the 
names of I^lcester's dead, will be the 
great war stone, a monolUh altnr, with 
the phrase: "Their names llvelh tor 
evermore." Paved [laths will accenln- 
ate the plan and lead lo the nionu- 
Nients. Tlie designer of this unique 
memorial Is Kir ICdwIn L. Liityens. 



AIL WRONG ON OLD ftGE 
PRe2LEM,SftYS SCIENTIST 

study of Subject Has Started 
From the Wrong End, Ac- 
cording to Rocasolano. 

Kveryhody hitlierto has gone wrong 
In investigating the problem of old age 
and decay because the study of tbe 
subject lias started from the wrong 
end, according to a Bpanlsli scientist, 
A. do Gregorio Hocusolano. 

He says scientists began by Investi- 
gating old age In man and In the 
higher organisms, which might be 
compared to tiic study, of mathematics, 
beginning with the dlCferential calcu- 
lus 

ITe argued that at present It was 
possible to study Bcie'ntlfically the nrf- 
ven't of old age and tlie conclusion 
would be reached that there Is no so- 
lution of continuity between Inert 
matter and live matter. Modern bio- 
logical Investigations proved, lie said, 
that form was not the base of life. 
The cells, he declared, are heterogene- 
ous chemical systems, which are not 
tiie living form, but live matter. In 
the same way as the atom is tlio small- 
est possible mass which can enter Into 
chemical combinations, the cell is the 
smallest possible quantity of live mat- 
tor that can be identilled, Imt Is itself 
compo.sed of living units. He conclud- 
ed tlie dIfCercace between dead nnd 
live matter Is not chonilcnl. but 
physico-chemical.

T IIAK been said that Dublin has 
more the character of a conti- 
nental ibnn an Kngllsb city; this 
Is true In a way. but It Is not 
tlie first thing that strikes the visitor 
from across the Irish ^ea. M'iie most 
Btrikliig thing about nnblin Is tiiat its 
architecture bears traces of being all 
of one thne, snys n writer in tbe C'lirls- 
tlna Science Journal. To us who are 
used to the extraordinary hotchpotch 
of Lonilon, deriving Its charncterls- 
tics of brick and stone from every 
conceivable century, there Is something 
peculiarly attractive about the street 
upon street of squnre Georgian houses. 
Londoa always seems to be In a state 
of violent reaction against everytliing 
wlilch is called "eighteenth century," 
so that those parts of London which 
most resendde Dublin seem most for- 
eign to our Qoaceptloa ut TiOndou It- 
self. I'erliaiis it is because It Is Georg- 
ian that Bloomshury attracts a par- 
ticular tyi)e of inhnltltant, as often 
as not a eidtured foreigner, not to 
he found In the urbanity of Mayfair, 
nor In the haaallty of Malda Vale. 
And If yon imagine a city wliere ail 
the streets are like Groat Ormond 
street and tlie squares like the Blooms- 
bury squares, you have an honest con- 
ception of Duhiln. 

Nor does the eighteenth century ap- 
pear in me houses alone; there are 
those In Dublin who carry on tbe tni- 
dltlon of old world courtliness which 
has long become rare enough to be rc- 
rjarkable even In Bloomshury; It Is 
true that they are few In number even 
here, but they are sumdent to leave 
a certain fragrance of other days In 
drawing rooai and coffee linuse. 
Clad In Romance. 
Before getting on board the boat 
nt Holyhead, Great Britain will leave 
memories of abject Anglesea In the 
traveler's mind, aad when the waste 
of sea reveals ahead of him the first 
contours of Ireland, the mountains 
rise up to greet him with a very dif- 
ferent face from that of the flat 
and cheerless little Island he has 
Just crossed. They are almost bla- 
tantly green, so that he must per- 
force murmur iiffatltudes beneath his 
breath about the "emerald Isle." 
Dubliners are torever coasclous of 
those amuntahis near by; they escape 
to tliem as often as they can and 
endow them with n symbolical mean- 
ing. Tbe Dublin mountains seem to 
have got misplaced from the far 
west; they are that part of primeval 
Coiinacht wlilch has set itself at the 
door of Dublin tn order to turn the 
heart of tbe Gael west rather than 
east. In the Dublin mountains there 
travel to and fro tlie old vagrants 
with whom lingers the memory of a 
Celtic iioetry and from whom Syngo 
and Yeats and the rest have gathered 
so much local color. 

In Dublin Itself this old culture 
lingers abrngslde of the modern and 
Kngllsb IndHBtriallsm of the Uffey 
and Ilie quaysides, and In the dirty 
streets on Ihe north side one can 
ftlli come acrosf^ a ballad singer witli 
a little group round him. 

Cbarles Lever, when he was at 
Trinity college, dressed as a ballad 
singer and earned IJO shllllngH In tbe 
Dublin streets, and another and even 
more famous Trinity college simhMit 
earned a crown (?very now and then 
frtr a sireet stnig. This young niaa 
was Oliver Goldsmith, whose statue 
now graces the entrance to Ihe uni- 
versity, ibau wlinia nn mini could be 
fniind more typical of the best period 
of Dublin's prosperity. 

The Bohemian Quarter. — 
Today all the varied energies, po- 
litical, literary, social, are concen- 
trated into a space bounded by Graf' 
ton sireet. Slephen*s green, Trinity 
college railings and Merrlon squnre; 
within those limits there Is scarcely 
a house that does not conceal some 
»'nthuslasm. Not tbe least intercsiliig 
are (be III lie shops where enthuslnsts 
f-o()\i to turn buslacss Into an art; 
tiie "Sod of Turf," where you can 
tn<k and eat and drink in Gaelic. 
where the (Ire is a real lurf lire, and 
the waitress a real Kerry Gael; the 
"Cwick of Gobi," where tbe genius 
wlilt-h produced James Stephens' 
niasierpiece Is lurard lo tbe making 
of bDincspnii .hnnpers aii<I Ihe like.

This will require no 
expense, and we shall l>e joint par- 
ticipants in an (rxample of economy 
as well as simplicity whlcli may be 
helpful In the process of seeking our 
normal ways once more. I have ad- 
dressed u message* of lllie import to 
tlie Inaugural committee, asking the 
abandonment of tfie parade nnd ball, 
and liope for an acceptance of tlie In- 
tnided sugKostion in tlie spirit which 
has inspired it.

Heretofore I have been 
very reluctant to express ray person- 
al views to your conunlttcc i>ccause I 
know of the cherished regard In our 
national capltol for this quadrennial 
event, and the generosity of the citi- 
zens of the District In making provi- 
sion fnr It. You were good enough 
to accept the chairmanship nt my re- 
quest, and you and your n.ssociatc.s 
have won my lasting gratitude for tlie 
time nnd labor you have given to 
preparotion. However, if It is becom- 
ing to express my preference, T wish 
you and your committee to know that 
the impression of extravagant expend- 
iture and excessive cost would make 
mo a very unhappy participant.

"I have sent a messnue of like pur- 
port to tlio consrosslonnl committws 
and expressed tho wl.'^li that no prep- 
arations or outlay of any kind be made 
It will he most plenslnn to mo to 'bo 
simply Hworti in. speak briefly my 
plight of faith to the country, and 
turn at once to tlie work wlilch will 
hi? calling. Again expressing my grat- 
itude to you and your associates and 
to tlie generous people of Washington, 
I nm very rmpoctfully.

Are Increased

ON July 19, 1919, the Telephone Company petitioned 
the Public Utilities Commission of Illinois (Case 
No. 8672) for an increase in rates for telephone service 
in Antioch. 

This was to obtain the necessary revenue to pay oper- 
ating expenses and provide net earnings sufficient to attract 
the large amount of new capital which must be obtained to 
pay for additions to the property required to meet the 
demands of this community for additional service. 

The Commission rendered its final order December 
20, 1920, authorizing an increase in certain rates, but re- 
ducing substandally the rates asked for by the Company. 

The new rates authorized by the Commission became 
eflPective January 1, 1921, and, while it is esdmated that 
the revenue which will be derived from these rates will 
produce less than a fair return on the reasonable, value 
of the property devoted to the service of the pubHc, the 
Company will give them a fair trial, and do ks best to 
ntake them suffice.
